BRODERICK HIDES 
TO AVOID ARREST 


Chicago Detectives Act. When 
Springfield Asks Deten- 
tion of the Indicted 
State Senator. 


BUT. FAIL .TO FIND HIM. 


Man Accused in Holstlaw’s Con- 
fession Immediately Takes 
Refuge with His At- 
torneys,. 


Senator John Broderick, wanted on a Lor- 
iméer Indictment at Springfield, escaped ar- 
rest last night by disappearing when central 
bureau detectives sought him in response 
to a request from the Springfield chief.of po- 
lice that the legislator be taken into custody. 
The long distance’ telephone message said 
that the legislator was wanted to answer the 
charges of the Sangamon county grand jury 
that he had paid Senator D. W. Holstlaw 
$2,500 for voting for William Lorimer for sen- 
ator and also $700 out of the “ jackpot ’’— 
both sums changing hands in the senator's 
saloon on West Madison street in this city. 

On a “warm tip,”’ Detectives Dolan and 
Handiin went to the residence of Attorney 
Patrick H. O'Donnell,.617 South Marshfield 
avenue, just before midnight. Broderick 
had been in the lawyer's company eartier in 
the evening and it was said they had been 
seen entering the house. Attorney: O’Don- 
nell, in negtigé, answered the ring of the 
detectives. 

Detectives Search House. 

‘Senator Broderick is not here and has 
not been here,’’ said Mr. O'Donnell. “ We 
were together earlier in the evening, but 
separated before I came home. You can look 


“Tt he ts wanted for anything I will have 
him there tomorrow noon, if you will tell me 
where.”’ 

The detectives decided to take advantage 
of the lawyer's offer and made a thorough 
search of the three floors without finding 
the portly lawmaker. Then they, went to 
Broderick’s saloon at 732 West Madison 


could be found. 
News Surprises Broderick. 

Senator Broderick was in. his saloon at 732 
Weat Madison street when a long distance 
telephone message from Springfield in the 
afternoon told him the news and that Hoist- 
law has confessed. 

“ What's that? I don’t believe it,” a man 
at the bar heard him say. 

There was @ pause while the senator heard 
the reiteration, then he slammed the receiver 
on the hook, seizéd his hat, and, without a 
word of explanation to his bartenders, ran 
out of the door with a speed not usually 
comporting with weight such as his, for he 
carries more than 260 pounds of flesh. 

The first street car passing east carried 
him downtown, where he hastened to the 
office of former Judge Hitbridge Hanecy of 
counsel for Legislator Lee O'Nell Browne, 
also under indictment on a charge of buying 
legislative votes for Lorimer. From Mr. 
Hanecy’s office in the First National bank 
building, on Dearborn street, he hurried over 
to the Ashland block to the offices of Lawyers 


Forrest and O’ Donnell. 


Broderick Encounters Reporters, 
There the reporters encountered him"at 7 
o'clock in the evening. Two representatives

He admitted that Senator Broderick later 
gave him $700 as his share in the legislative 
* jackpot,’’ which $700 was ‘‘coming to him” 
for voting as the graft ring wished him to 
vote. 

He declared that he had been ‘promised 
$1,500 for voting to award ‘the legislative 
desk contract to the highest bidder and had 
expected to be paid this sum as soon ae the 
desks were delivered to the staté and ac. 
cepted. 

Four Indicted, One Freed. 

As a result of Senator Holstlaw's confes- 
sion in the grand jury room, which he had 
preceded by @ signed statement to the press, 
these men were indicted: 

STATE SENATOR JOHN BRODERICK of 
Chicago; charged with bribery. 7 

STATE SENATOR STANTON C. PEM. 
BERTON of Oakland; charged with con- 
spiracy to commit bribery. 

STATE SENATOR D. W. HOLSTLAW of 
Tuka; charged with congpifacy to com- 
mit bribery. 

BEPRESENTATIVE JOSEPH 6. CLARE 
of Vandalia; charged with conspiracy to 
commit bribery. 

The indictment against Senator Holstlaw 
immediately was nolle prossed and caplases 
were issied for the other three men and 
their bail was set in advance at $5,000 each. 
Clark, who already had been implicated in 
the St. Louls “bathroom scandal” and 
named by Charles A. White as one of the 
beneficiaries of the assembly jackpot, was 
arrested sodn after the indictment’ was re- 
turned, The other men may be seized at any 
moment, as deputy sheriffs and police are 
seeking them.

Burke Profits by Browne Defense. 

The knotty legal points raised by counsel 
for the defense in the Browne trial in Chi- 
‘cago as to the conflicting jurisdiction of fed- 
eral and state courts and as to the exact 
nature of the general assembly when con- 
vened in joint session for the ebection of a 
United States ‘senator, were met by State's 
Attorney Burke in his hastily dictated in- 
dictment this afternoon, as follows: 

“John Broderick feloniously, corruptly, 
knowingly, wickedly, and unlewfully did 
then and there promise to pay, present, and 
give to one D. W, Holstlaw, a senator in and 
a member of the general assembly of the 
state of Illinois and of the senate thereof, 
and a member of the joint session of the 
senate and house of representatives of said 
general assembly, when convened in joint 
session according to law, then being duly 
elected, qualified, and acting as such, a 
large sum of money—to wit.: the sum of 
$2,500, lawful money of the United States 
of America of the value of $2,500, in consid- 
eration of and as a consideration for the 
vote of him, the said D. W. Holstiaw, as a 
member of said general assembly of the said 
state of Illinois and said joint session there- 
of, in a certain matter theretofore pending 
before the said general assembly of the state 
of Illinoie and the joint session thereof—to 
wit.: the matter of the choice and election 
by the said general assembly and by the said 
joint session thereof of a senator in the con- 
gress of the United Sates of America from 
the state of Lllinois.”’ 

Voted as Per “Corrupt Agreement.” 

The indictment sets up that Holstlaw voted

said John Broderick, agreed to pay to him, 
the said D. Ww.

Pemberton Hires a Lawyer. 

Senator Pemberton, who recently was con- 
verted by Evangelist “ Billy’ Sunday, has 
employed as his attorney by long distance 
telephone Hugh Graham, a leading local 
attorney, son of Congressman James M. Gra- 
ham. 

Attorney Graham states that Pemberton 
will be in Springfield Monday morning. Gra- 
ham visited Mr. Burke thie afternoon to as- 
sure him of the innocence of Senator Pem- 
berton of any of the things charged agains 
him by the newspapers and to call Mr 
Burke’s attention to the great friendship 
between Congressman Graham and Senator 
Pemberton.

Johnston Eludes Deputies. 
A. B. Johnston, Freier’s ‘fellow salesman,

He did not appear this morn- 
ing, as he was supposed to, and long searches 
by deputy sheriffs failed to reveal his where- 
abouts.

ways supposed to have his eyes open for 
the main chance, and he had ability enough 
to improve to the Hmit all the chances which 
fell in his way. He also made a reputation 
@s &@ man who could be depended on to keep 
his bargains—it is not necessary to say what 
kind of bargains they were—and so got into 
favor with that brand of politicians who then 
dominated—and to an extent sti}! dominate— 
the governmental affairs in the eastern part 
of the west side of Chicago. 


Saloonkeeper and “Bailer.” 


His nominal business after he left the po- 
lice force was as a #aloonkeper, he opening a 
place at Desplaines street and Waldo place, 
adjoining the Desplaines street police sta- 
tion. Through his political backers he was 
the regular bailer at this station and gave 
the bonds for all the women who were gath- 
ered in from the west side “ isvee ” every 
time the police made a raid. 

Naturally every woman who was arrested 
paid for her bond, so that Broderick was no 
loser from thesé periodical efforts of his 
friends in the station to “‘ cleanse the levee.” 
He also furnished the bonds when anybody 
else who might have a dollar or so in his 
pocket got into trouble. 

This saloon he gave up some years ago, al- 
though still keeping up his amicable rela-, 
tions with the police station, and opened two 
new saloons, one at 110 North Desplaines 
street and the other at 732 West Madison 
street. A few months ago he ie supposed to 
have disposed of the former’to Michae] Ke- 
hoe. Broderick all hig days had been more of 
® gambler than anything else, and at the 
Madison street place he ran a handbook ag 
well a# a poker game in the rear room. 

He enjoyed a considerable patronage, it 
being well understood that his place wag pro- 
tected. At this time he was the friend of 
* Patsy King, the then “ policy king" of 
Chicago, and his other intimate was “Jobn- 
ny” Rogers, who had been an alderman 
from the Eighteenth ward himself and ran 
a gambling house with saloon attachment at 
West Madison and May streets. 


Indi eted for Running Gambling. 

But’by some mischance Broderick was in- 
dicted by an unfeeling grand jury for keep- 
ing a common gambling house and at the 
same time the Frank brothers—Louis and 
Jutiue—who became well advertised as own- 
ers of resort property in .he ward in the re- 
cent McCann trial, also got into trouble for 
the same offense. This was Dec. 24, ldw. 

The case seemingly got lost, however. Ik 
was customary in those days for men ac- 
cused of gambling to plead guilty and pay a 
fine and then go back to the gaming tables. 
Indictments were merely an eape- 
cially in the Eighteenth ward, 

Broderick’s record in the state senaie, at 
least hie public record, during the three 
terms he has sered at Springfield, is as blank 
as the diary of an infant.

“ The e,planation of Mr. Pemberton'’s posi- 
tion is dificult. The committee on en- 
rolled and engrossed bills bas an unofficial 
function, as well as an official one. It is the 
latter funetion which has fixed upon the 
committee the suggestive title of “the chloro- 
forming committee." Mr. Pemberton at- 
tend to the anzesthetic.

Killed Five Bills in Term. 

“In the Forty-fifth assembly five bDilis 
which public opinion deemed important 
_ passed into oblivion under the sponge of Mr. 
Pemberton. They were the hazardous ma- 
chinery Dbill—a humanitarian measure de- 
signed to protect working men and women 
from loss of life or timb—a bill prohibiting in- 
decent plays, a bill to prevent the watering 
of railroad stocks and bonds, a pure food bill, 
a bill requiring uniform warehouse receipts. 

“But this Forty-fifth assembly provides 
only one chapter of Mr. Pemperton’s long 
record. It is not only as chairman of the 
chloroforming committee that he has shone. 
As a sworn foe of primary reform he voted 
for every emasculating amendment of the 
Oglesby bill, and for every amendment tend- 
ing to cripple or diminish this reform. He héid 
up and finally refused to vote for the gas and 
electricity rate regulation bill giving cities 
and villages the right to protect themselves 
from monopoly or extortion in these neces- 
sities.

By the time Mr. Lorimer had traversed this 
part of his explanation for a few minutes the 
senators one after another quietly eft the 
chamber until less than haif the membership 
remained.

He ex- 
pressed his bitter disappointment at the ill 
treatment he had received at the hands of 
Senator Hopkins and his friends, and in 
later interviews, of which I had a great 
number with him during the winter, he said 
he would do all he could to ald in preventing 
the reéiection of Hopkins, in the hope that 
some man satisfactory to his friends and 
my friends, who might unite the various 
factions, might be selected as his successor.

“Later, In an. interview in Mr. West's 
office, which lasted more than an hour and 
a half, I told Mr. West why my friends 
would not support him, and told him that, 
without our support, the governor and his 
friends could not secure his election. for 
United States senator. 


Urged Deneen to Be Candidate. 


“Om numerous occasions I urged the gov- 
ernor to become a candidate for the place. 
We discussed fit for many weeks. At first he 
seemed to be much opposed to it. From the 
interview with him in the latter part of 
March I was confident that he would take the 
place and I was absolutely sure from the 
information that I had been able to get here 
from members of the legislature that he 
could be elected by a large majority. 

“He seemed to be in doubt as to his suc- 
cess, and was of the opinion that he could not 
get the support of his own friends, the so- 
called ‘band of hope,’ I suggested that he 
have Mr. West come to Springfield, which 
he did. I discussed the details of the gov- 
ernor’s election with West, and told him I 
understood that the ‘band of hope’ would 
meet and indorse the governor that night. 

“The meeting was held in Representative 
Sollitt’s room at the Leland hotel, and the 
‘band of hope’ indorsed the governor, but it 
seems that his newspaper friends got word 
of what was going on and stopped the gov- 
ernor, an@ about 11 o'clock that night Mr. 
West called at the speaker's room in the St. 
Nichlolas hotel and declared the governor 
would not be a candidate the next day. 


Deneen Halts His Friends, 


“The next morning the governor called in 
all hie friends and told them not to vote for 
him under any circumstances. The governor 
and his friends continued to aid In preventing 
Hopkins’ election. We then began to dis- 
cuss the names of other prominent men in 
the state. I suggested at different times 
Congressman Frank O. Lowden, Congress- 
man Willlam B, McKinley, and Congressman 
William Rodenberg as good men. 

“In each. case he responded that he did 
not wagt to support a man who was without 
influenct, unless.he held an important office, 
and that neither of the three men had any 
influence standing by themselves, and, there- 
fore, he did not wish to support them. 

“I then submitted the name of Speaker 
Shurtleff. His name was under discussion 
for several weeks until finally the governor 
stated that his friends would not support 
Shurtleff, and he suggested that I become a 
candidate for the place myself. 


Urged by Shurtleff to Enter. 


“I replied that I was not a candidate and I 
expressed the hope that we might agree on 
some one who would unite the party. After 
severa] weeks more of delay and the fruitiess 
consideration of the names of several other 
Republicans I was urged by Mr. Shurtleff and 
my friends on account of the apparent friend- 
ship of Gov. Deneen to enter the field. 

“I promised to canvass the situation to de- 
termine whether or not I could secure the 
requisite number of votes. I discussed it with 
the governor, he suggesting that I take it up 
with some of his friends and refer them to 
him. I then talked with members of the leg- 
islature, inciuding a large number of the 
governor's friends, who stated that they 
would support me if it was agreeable to the 
governor. 

** IT also discussed it with leading men known 
to be the governor's friends. among them 
John R. Thompson, county treasurer of Cook 
county; Chauncey Dewey of Chicago, and Mr. 
James Blackman of Saline county. After my 
talk with them and many members of the 
legislature I referred them all to the governor 
and told them under no circumstances would 
I be a candidate unless he acquiesced in 
their support of me. 


Finally Decided to Enter. 


* They calied-on him; what he said to. them 
I do not know, but they reported that he was 
for me and: that they would support me if 
my name was presented. I then talked with 
my friends, Democrats and Republicans, and 
after a canvass running over a period of 
about ten days or two weeks I decided on the 
morning of the 26th of May to allow my name 
to go before the joint assembly. I was elect- 
ed, receiving in all 108 votes. 

* But on the day before I was elected Mr. 
West came to Springfield and urged the De- 
neen Republicans not to vote for me. I have 
never been able to understand why the gov- 
ernor changed his mind just before the day 
when it was generally supposed that I would 
consent to the presentation of my name.

Details His Political Career. . 

“My first activity in political affairs. oc- 
curred in the year 1884. I was an enthu- 
silastic supporter of James G. Blaine, for 
whom I cast my first presidential vote. In 
those days there was no Australian ballot 
system. The party-ballote were furnished 
at the polls by men appointed to distribute 


“On election day when I arrived at the 
polling place of the precinct In which ‘I lived, 
I could find neither ‘ ticket peddler ' nor Re- 
publican ballot and was compelled to walk 
more than a quarter of a mile to secure a Re- 
publican ballot. On my return to my polling 
place I found several other Republicans who 
were anxious to vote for Blaine, but could 
not secure a Republican ballot. I gave to 
them the ballots that I had and returned to 
the other polling place for the second time, 
secured another ballot, went to my polling 
piace and cast it. 

“When the returns were reported and it 
was known James G. Biaine was defeated, I 
am sure no man in the country was more 
downcast, sorrowful, and dejected than L 


Finds Lesson in Blaine’s Defeat. 

“The next day I learned that the state of 
New York had gone for Cleveland by less 
than 1,200 plurality, and I reasoned that it 
any considerable number of precincts in that 
state were in the same disorganized condi- 
tion that I found the precinct in which 1 
lived, Blaine’s defeat waa attributable more 
to the lack of perfect organization than to the 
final closing cry of the campaign, ‘Rum, 
Romanism, and Rebellion.’ 

“I determined that~the precinct in which 
I lived should ever afterwards be organized 
and the party’s.interests cared for at the 
polling place in future elections. I organized 
a precinct club in my mother’s home, many 
of the young men in the precinct becoming 
mem bers. 

“ Through this organization I became ac- 
quainted with the Republicans of other pre- 
cincts in the ward and during that winter 
and spring we organized a splendid Repub- 
lican club in every precinct in the ward and 
through thése clubs we organiged a central 
club to which the precinct clubs were sub- 
sidiary. 

Perfects Ward Organization. 

“ That was the first ward that had a perfect 
precinct and ward organization in the history 
of the Republican party in the city of Chi- 
cago. The ward was hopelessly Vemocratic, 
but the new organization inspired the Re- 
publicang and filled them with a desire to 
nominate and elect a Republican to the com- 
mon council. An aldermanic convention was 
called, to which I was elected delegate. 

” A conference of the delegates was had 
and they decided to make a canvass of the 
leading Republicans of the ward with a view 
to nominating a Republican of character and 
standing who would bear the party banner. 

‘They agreed upon Dr. Eugene A. Mullen 
and made the announcement to the Repub- 
licans through their precinct organizations. 
His candidacy was favorably accepted and 
the delegates had decided to nominate him 
when the day of the convention should arrive. 


Named to Call Upon Editor. 

“It was then that I got into my first con- 
troversy ,with Tue Trisune. Joseph Medill, 
its editor at that time, sent for a committee 
of the delegates. I was among the number 
chosen and was elected as spokesman. [| 
earned my living in those days as a con- 
ductor on a Halsted street car and felt that 
I was highly honored in being delegated to 
wait upon the editor of one of the leading 
papers in that section of the country. 

‘“‘ We called on the editor of Tug Trreuns, 
who wasted no time upon us. He said he 
was informed the convention would nom. 
inate Dr. Mullen, told us that would not 
do, and demanded that we nominate a man 
whom he named, who was then and always 
had been a Socialist.

“ After the Democratic landslide and the 
overwheiming defeat of the Republican 
party in the country in 1892 I invited members 
of the Republican county central committee 
to’ a conference ahd urged upon them the 
necessity of a precinct and ward organization 
in every ward and precinct im Chicago and 
every town and electrion -listrict in Cook 
county lying outside of the Chicago limits, 


Renews Organizing Work. 

“ It was decided to organize every ward and 
precinct as they were organized in the section 
of the city in which I iived.. The next county 
convention adopted a constitution authoriz- 
ing that plan of organizution. 

* I'then took it upon myself as chairman of 
the committee on. organizution of the county 
committee, with others members of the com- 
mittee, to organise every precinct. After 
about a year of constant effort every precinct 
in the county had a Republican organization 
with a membership ranging from ten to 260 
and with an aggregate membership of more 
than 80,000. That was the first permanent 
cohesive organization of the party in Cook 
county. e 

= m that time on we arranged for meet- 
ings in all wards and sections of the coun- 
ty. The mémbers of the county committee 
traveled from ward to ward. it was a new 
thing; every meeting was attended by large 
numbers of Republicans, 

Yearly Meetings Help. 

“ Every year before the closing of the cam- 
paign at least one large meeting was called. 
We always had at least 5,000 and frequently 
not less than 8,000 attend these gatherings. 

“ This intermingling of men brought about 
new acquaintances. They discussed the 
party’s affairs, its prospects for the future, 
and as to who were the best «en. to pat 
upon the ticket as the party’s nominees. 
Naturally they soon began to present names 
of their friends in conventions for nomina- 
tions and to support men from other sections 

of the city with whom they had become ac- 
quainted through their work in the organ- 
ization. ; 

* Again, when the convention of 1804 con- 
vened, it was met with a demand from the 
editor of THz Trisung to nominate, for the 
different offices, men of his selection. But 
this was a convention that represented the 
Republicans of Cook county and not Tue 
Trisune. It believed that it had a right to 
think for itself and to choose as its candi- 
dates men whom it thought were fit for the 
different offices. It never had been in the 
habit of climbing the stairs of Tus Trisunsg 
or pleading with its editor to direct the con- 
vention as to who should be nominated.

Pioneers at Reunion Tell About 
the Hunting of Wolves Here. 


VISIONS: OF YOUTH REVIVED. 


Early Settlers Enjoy Swapping of In- 
teresting Reminiscences, 


Though the kaleidoscope of memory the 
G. A. R. hall in the public library building 


was transformed yesterday into acyclorama | 


filled with fanciful and fascinating scenes 
of seventy-five years agé. There were gath- 
ered surviving. members of the Association 
of Chieago Pioneers. Men and women who 


have lived here for more than half a century ' 


greeted one another, as they have done at 
annual periods, and lived again experiences 
of early days. 

Little groups of men and women were scat- 
tered through the corridors and memoria! 
hall. Here was a veteran of 8) years crouch- 
ing down to the floor in excited fashion. Half 
a dozen. pioneers. were about him and across 
their faces was written eager interest equal 
to that inspired by a baseball slaughter. They 
were in at the death of a wild wolf just as 
realistically as sixty years ago when it hap- 
pened. 

In another corner a great-grandfather had 
his arms running around like the wings of 
a Dutch windmill. He had a smal! audience, 
too. Approach to the animated circie’re- 
vealed the fact Chiefs Great Dog and Big 
Heap Thunder were wallowing again in their 
own blood as they did seventy years ago at 
State and Madison streets. 


Who Would Dare Doubt Them? 

You don’t have to believe in fairies to admit 
the truthfulmess of the tales of Chicago pio- 
neers. Though the wolves are wilder and the 
marauding Indians more murderous at each 
session, yet there is no getting around the 
fact that Fernando Jones was there and 
Edwin O. Gale, William H. Gale, George 
Sinclair, and all the rest who landed here 
in 1835 and thereabouts: ~ 

This particular reunion was supposed to be 
complimentary to Fernando Jones, who hag 
just completed his ninetieth year, and the 
other three men who reached Chicago via the 
schooner Lilinois, Capt. Bob Wagstaff, which 
sailed from Buffalo in May of 18365. 

Wiliam Gale and George Sinclair both re- 
membered Halley’s comet on its first visit to 
Chicago. 

A. Tracey Lay recounted exciting scenes 
of the year 1849, when he arrived in Chicago. 

“Wolves here? Of.course there were. 
They were the biggest and hungriest wolves 
that ever lived. They. didn’t hesitate at all 
to nose around and intimate that they'd eat 
you up at the first opportunity.” 


Stolen Money Is Recovered. 


Kate Rhines was born in Chicago in 1839. 
She is the daughter of Henry Rhines, who 
ran a grocery store and was one of the first 
constables in town. Late one wintry night 
a man came into his store and said while he 
was riding down from Milwaukee a fellow 
jumped on him in the woods and robbed him. 
Constable Rhines weited until the next 
morning and then he rode up toward Mil- 
waukee looking for the robber. Soon he 
came to some tracks in the snow and followed 
them to a hole in a tree. In the hole was 
stored the man’s money, but the robber never 
was heard from. 

Wardell Guthrie was a forty-niner. War- 
dell’s father buitt the o)@ pumps at Bridge- 
port, which have been in disuse for many 
years. Wardell was captain of the Archi- 
medes, one of the first tug boats on the river. 
Guthrie put a stationary engine into the 
middie of a flat boat and hitched it to a 
couple of side paddle wheels. Despite the 
twelve inch ornamental letters “ Archi- 
medes ”. it was universally known as -the 


“ Puffing Peggy.”

GROSSCUP JOLTS AND LEARNS 


Judge and City Officials Inspect 
Traction Lines. 


NEED OF PAVEMENT SHOWN. 


Auto Gets Stuck and Whole Party Goes 
On Afoot. 


“You s—see, j—jud—ge, this str—eet right 
here is b—badly in n—need of re—— 

(Jounce, bump, slam, smash, bang!—there 
goes a spring!) 

** Repaving,’’ continued Mayor Busse as 
soon as he and the others of the party in the 
automobile had regained their equilibrium 
after a jounce caused by the off wheels slip- 
ping into a mud hole about two [eet long and 
a foot deep. 

* Yes,” said Judge Grosscup as he replaced 
his glasses on his nose, straightenéd his hat, 
and brated himself against the footrail 
ready for the next bump, “ 1 s—see th—this 
pa—pa—pavement is a bit w—worn out,” 

This is\ just a sample of. the «yncopated 
conversation that passed between the mem- 
bers of the federal-municipal party during 
a thirty-two mile automobile drive yester- 
day over the route of the Consolidated Trac- 
tion company. If ever a man had a demon- 
stration of what awful things a ride over 
some of the worst streets In Chicago can do 
to the insides of a man, Judge 'Grosscup 
had it.

Ae if to make good, the machine in which 
the judge, the mayor, and Mr. Fowler were 
riding promptly got etalied. There was 
nothing to do but disembark and wait until 
one of the other automobiles came to their 
assistance. ’ 

Find the Walking Better. 

‘“ Er—don’'t you think, judge, it would be 
better to walk along here. We can see the 
holes in the pavement so much better if we 
walk,” suggested Mr. Roach, who for the 
last half hour had been having a desperate 
time in the front seat to keep from being no 
longer with the party. And they walked for 
about a mile along Lawrence and Watched 
the empty cars ag they bounded over the 
billowy pavement front of them. 

But time was passing and the. men reéntered 
their cars and bounced on their way over 
- Montrose. Elston, Belmont, and Sheffield av- 
enues, while City Sealer. Kjellander tried to 
explain the needs of the district in detail. As 
the automobiles drew up in front of the city 
hall Mayor Busse gave a sigh of relief. 

“It was pretty rough on all of us,’’ he said. 
* Judge Grosseup was much interested in the 
trip and asked a good many questions about 
the status of the ordinances for the repay- 
ing of these streets, and we have promised to 
send him all the data, so that he can see just 
what streets are ready for immediate pave- 
ment.”’ 

After Judge Grosscup examines the data 
from Mr. Keeney. and Mr. Fowler, showing 
just what streets are ready to be paved, he 
will meet with Mayor Busse and other mu- 
nicipal officials and again will talk over the 
question of ordering the receivere to rehabili-

DISCOVERY OF TWO BODIES 
PUZZLES HAMMOND FOLK. 


Farewell Message of Woman Indicates 
Double Suicide—She Bids Good-by to 
the “Wicked World.” 


Two unidentified bodies, found floating in 


the south end of Lake Michigan, and a fare- 


well message cast up on the beach, have 
started the residents of Gary and Hammond 
to speculating if they have a double or poasi- 
bly a triple suicide mystery. The bodies 
are those of a man and a woman, while the 
note was signed presumably by two women. 
The beach ie being watched for the body of 
another woman. Both bodies and the note 
were found at points where the current car- 
ries in driftwood and débris from the South 
Chicago water front. The woman was well 
dressed, young, apparently in good health, 
and probably of prepossessing appearance. 
The man was middie aged, cleanly clad, and 
of athletic build. 

The note read: 

I hope when you find this little note ip this bot 
tle you will not be surprised, but we, companions 
all our lives, decided to die together. Good-by, 
wicked world, FLORENCE ROY.

It was written on wrapping paper. The 
bottle containing the note was found sévera] 
days ago by a smal) boy near the Hammond 
pumping station. 

The woman is described on the coroner’s 
records as “about 30 years old, brown eyes 
and hair, weight 155 pounds.”’ Her clothing 
was hew and unmarked and consisted of a 
neat blue serge suit, shirtwaist, black Oxford 
shoes, size 6%, ahd a black volie skirt. 

The body of the man was found at about 
the same time near Indiana Harbor. The 
sole clew to its identification is a Chicago 
grocery bil. The name of the company is 
jliegible. Both bodies had been in the water 
about two weeks.

Waterman Appears Safe Winner. 

In the Chicago board of trade grain oper- 
ations of the week Theodore H. Waterman, 
who made a killing in September wheat last 
year and also in the December delivery three 
months later, is belieyed to have repe_.ed 
the performance in May. His winnings are 
estimated from $250,000 to $500, 0U0, 

The fact that the big shorts in the current 
delivery settled before the end of the month 
instead of taking chances of buying in ,the 
pit, with the subsequent decline in the price, 
gave rise to rumors that the eastern bull had 
met defeat. f 

Later developments, however, confirm the 
view that when ‘the smoke of battle has 
cleared away Waterman will be found to 
have added materially to his fortune. 

Since the reported settlement of the May 
wheat on the basis of $1.14 and the diversion 
to Buffalo of wheat cargoes headed ‘for Chi- 
cago, no attempt has been made to support 
the May. 


Current Month Declines Steadily. 

The result of this lack of support/has been 
a steady decline, and yesterday the market 
for the current month closed 6% cents lower 
for the day, and the close at 96 cents was 2 
cents lower than the high point on the crop. 
The fact that no one supported the market 
gives. color to the report that Waterman 
settled or disposed of the bulk of his May at 
much higher prices. 

In ascribing serious loeses to Mr. Water- 
man as the result of his recent operations 
the trade failed to take into consideration 
the fact that his line was exceptionally well 
bought. 

“The greater part of the May wheat line 
was bought at $1 or better, and it can be 
stated absolutely that large sales of May 
were made at high prices,”"’ said a commis- 
sion man who has handled much of Water- 
man's business. ‘“ While the ultimate out- 
come will be uncertain until the cash wheat 
is disposed of, it can ‘be stated that the bull 
leader in May is on ‘ easy street’ now so far 
as the market is concerned.” 3 

Cash wheat brokers who act for Waterman 
sold about 600,000 bushels of No. 1 northern 
wheat during the day, of which 400,000 
bushels was in store at Chicago and 200.0 
bushels afloat. B. A. Eckhart, the local 
miller, was one of the big buyers, taking’ 
250,000 bushels in one lump. 

On Friday and on Saturday upwards of 
1,000,000 bushels of cash wheat were sold by 
the big holder, mostly No. 1 northern wheat 
brought here from Duluth.

Washington, D. C., May 28.—{Special.}]— 
The Ballinger-Pinchot investigation ended to- 
@ay with a final burst of impassioned oratory 
from the lawyers for both sides, who now 
will prepare briefs for submission to the 
committee, which will meet June li to re- 
ceive them. 

“ When I came into this case, a stranger to 
Mr. Ballinger,” said Mr. Vertrees, in closing 
his address for the defense, “‘ these were my 
instructions: ‘So far as I am concerned 
- there is no bottom to this,’ said Mr. Ballin- 
ger; ‘as to my subordinates it is not a matter 
of knowledge, but I believe those about me 
are honest. Whether they are or not, let this 
in gation proceed in every direction in 
which it may.’ 

“Whatever your report may be I realize 
fully that you cannot save him from the in- 
jury that has been done, but, at the same 
time, I know the report must be tn actord- 
ance with the evidence and the facts in this 
case, and that his omiciai career is without 
spot or stain.” 


Pepper Has Parting Shot. 

“TI am afraid Mr. Vertrees has been cor- 
rupted since he came here from the south- 
west,” was Attorney Pepper's parting shot 
in defense of Mr. Pinchot. “ Unsophisticated 
= he was, he came in contact with a epirit 
of. suspicion and I think he scented a con- 
epiracy where there was none. What there 
was was @ series of successive blows dealt 
by Mr. Ballinger against interests which 
were vital to a group of men who had dedi- 
eated their lives to a cause.

The hearing room was crowded and at the 
conclusion of each speech a demonstration 
interrupted the proceedings. Women crowded 
about attorneys after the hearing and con- 
gratulated them. 

Attorney Vertrees consumed the piéatet 
portion of the day in concluding his argu- 
ment. He was most bitter. in his denuncia- 
tion of former Secretary Garfield and former 
Chief Forester Pinchot, who, he said, con- 
spired to accomplish the removal! of Mr. 
Ballinger from public life because his was 
an administration of “ law and not of men.”’ 

He said Pinchot had been credited with a

plans.” He referred to the twenty-six miss- 
ing letters found in Glavis’ box at Seattle as 
evidence of the tactics pursued by Ballinger’s 
enemies, asserting that they intended to 
charge Ballinger with concealing them if 
they were called for and not produced. 


Sees Attack on the President. 

Mr. Vertrees said the stir that had been 
raised over the Lawler memorandum was 
merely an indirect attack upon the president, 
and that the president had fully and frankly 
explained the circumstances under which 
that document was prepared. 

In beginning his,reply Mr. Pepper declared 
it was a “ wholly baseless charge “ that Gar- 
field’s opposition to Ballinger had been In- 
spired by any feeling of Gisappointment at 
not having been retained in the Taft cab- 
inet.

diers, and the servants of civil officials in 
livery. It is one of the strangest crowds to 
be found anywhere, and the white clothing 
so predominates that in this light it seems 
ghostiike and ghastly. 

We sit down a Moment in the station while 
our servants buy the tickets, check the bag- 
gage, and secure our seats in the train. In 
India everybody whe is anybody travels with 
a servant. In fact, it is almost impossible 
for an Englishman or American to get along 
without one, and in figuring up your railway 
fares you must add to the fare, of the class 
by which you travel a third class fare for your 
servant. 

This servant speaks English. He acts 
as your interpreter, sees to the hiring and 
paying of your cabs, and waits upon you at 
the hotelm In many pieces you will get 
nothing to eat if you have no servant, Your 
bed is not made, your boots are not black- 
ened, and you may clap your hands and ring 
and ring without getting an anewer. If you 
have a servant he sleeps on the stone floor 
outside your door and fights with the other 
servants to get the best for you. 

If you do not watcn bim he will cheat you 
right and left. and always gets @ commis- 
sion of 10 per cent upon all that) you buy. 


Servants Are Robbers. 

The most of these servants are thieves. 
They make me think of the gang which All 
Baba robbed. I know they rob me. I bave 
already had three in my employ during this 
present trip in India. The frat almost frose 
to death at Darjeeling. He had not enough 
muscle to get what 1 wanted and after | 
discharged him I found some woolen ciothes 
missing. The second was a bieck liar with 
a turban as big as a peck measure. He was 
partially clad im Muropean dress and i got 
rid of bim because my pajamas and stockings 
were fast disappearing. There was aiso & 
little trouble as to a gold sovereign which 
I lost and which he at once picked out of the 
outside pocket of my overcoat. 

I now have a tall, fine looking Aryan with 4 
swarthy complexion, an enormous biack 
mustache and @ height of six feet. ie wears 
a costly turban and a long gown belted in at 
the waist. I pay him 838 cents @ day, but of 
course he has his commissions. 

This man will manage our trip. He goes 
in advance through the gates, and when we 
reach the cars we find that the best seats are 
covered with our pillows and bedding. Every 
one carries his own sieeping conveniences 
while traveling. The cars have leather coy- 
ered benches, and the passengers make their 
own beds. As @ rule the women have cars 
to themselves, so that the men can undress 
and put on their pajamas as nightfall comes 
on. In the morning the servants roll up the 
rugs and pack them away under the seat or 
on the racks overhead. 


Cars of English Pattern. 


The Indian cars are comfortable enough 
when not crowded. At other times they are 
abominable. They are made on the English 
plan, about two-thirds the length of our cara 
and alittle bit wider. Bach car is divided into 
compartments which look more like iong 
boxes than anything elise. The passengers 
sit on leather cushions facing each other, 
with glass windows and. glasa doors at each 
side. On some of the cars there are lavato- 
ries, and on athers none. 

Within the last year the rallway board has 
taken up the question of adopting new cars, 
and the Central India road has now coaches 
somewhat like ours. Its cars have corridors 
running along one side of them from end to 
end. Into the corridors open two berth com- 
partments, which are fitted with electric 
fans. electric lights, and bells.. There are 
servants’ compartments connected with the 
cars. At each end of the coach is a bathroom 
with a big tub sunk in the floor. . 

Many of the trains do not make twenty 
miles an hour, and some not over fifteen, 
while-a fast express now and then covers 
thirty or so. Everything bere is run after 
oriental methods, which means that tomor- 
row or the day after will do as fell as today, 


Trains Well Filled. 


In traveling over India I have feund the 
cars universally well filled. Every train has 
ite firat, second, and third classes. The first 
ig made up of British officials, Americans, 
and well-to-do Englishmen, with now and 
‘then a rajah or some high native official. . 

The second has the poorer classes of the 
British, army Officers of second rank, with 
now and then a soldier or s0, and perhaps 
well-to-do natives, and the third class carries 
the masses of the people, and; as I have al- 
ready said, it brings the profits. It constitutes 
two-thirds of the traffic, the rate being con- 
siderably less than one-half cent a mile. 
During the last year more than 200,000,000 
passengers were carried at that rate, and the 
traffic is increasing greatly from year to 


ee to the women passengers, those of the 
first and second class have cars especially 
for them. A Hindoo lady dare not show 
her face without losing caste, and no Mo- 
hammedan woman goes about without her 

The ordinary compartment for such people 
has f blue glags, which permit the 
women to look out, but through which the 
men cannot see in, The women come to the 
depots in closed chairs or palanquins, They 
pull their shawls over their faces as they

Borromeo’s War on Protestanism 
‘Lauded in Encyelical.

Teach Careless Firemen and Engineers How to 
Run Their Furnaces. This Plan Works Beauti- 


fully, Except When the 


Big Industries Lure the 


Efficient City Men Away from Their Jobs by 


Offering Them Bigger Salaries. 


HE modern idea of educating instead of 
punishing is no place better exemplified 
than in the workings of the Chicago 
smoke abatement commission. The 
public, reading in the papers that the 
John Smith Engine con:pany has been fined 
$9 for violating the anti-smoke ordinance, 
has the notion that the duties and efforts of 
the city smoke inspeciors consist wholly of 
watching for smoking stacks and chimneys 
and haling the owner into court to pay & fine. 
Asa matter of fact, the punishment of smoke 
violators is only an incident to the work of 
the smoke department. 
The work which really comprises the im- 
portant part of the crusade against smoke 


_ gensists in a campaign of education by which 


gwners and users of siearn plants are taught 
how to build and operate boilers in such a 
way ts to eliminate the smoke nuisance, orat 
least to reduce it to a minimum. 

The city’s emoke experts go into the steam 
plants of the city ana speak thus: 

“There is a city ordinance which makes 
any one liable to punishment who builds and 
fires his boilers in euch a way as to make 
much smoke, Aléo there is a new crusade on 
for a clean city. Chicago is getting tired of 
ghoke. It wants to get out of the fog. The

Inspectors Hard to Keep. 

And in so many cases is the answer “ Yes "’ 
and in so Many cases does the city expert 
open the eyes of the owners as to the possi- 
bilities of boiler room efficiency without 
sInoke that just now Chief Inspector Paul P. 
Bird is forced to issue a call for new deputy 
inspectors. The plants where the inspectors 
have worked have been so attracted by their 
ability that they are hiring the experts away 
from the city—usually at double the salary 
that the city allows for ite smoke inepectors’ 
salaries. 

In the last few days three of the inspectors 
bave been wooed awa; from their $1.500 city 
positions to take high salaried posts with 
Manufacturing concerns whom they have 
educated on how not io make smoke. And 
several of the firms that thus have sought 
the city’s men at one time were listed as 


hitherto, under the régime of mere ineapection 
and punishment, hae been but poorly done. 
To keep watch on the stacks and chimneyg of 
the city and notify the owners when they are 
smoking is one of the new ideas.of the com 
mission and already this has been accom- 
plished to @ certain degree.

Mystery of the Tower. 

Perened high in a tower in the center of 
the busy west sidé a man is standing watch 
each day over the hundreds of stacks of brick 
aod steel which picket Chicago's manufactur- 
ing district. In one hand he carries a field 
glass and within reach of the other is a tele- 
phone. Light clouds of gas and steam float 
lazily over most of the forest of stacks. Sud- 
denly from one belches forth a dense column 
of black smoke, In a moment the glasses are 
beveled in that direction. The holder knows 
the name of the plant to which the smoking 
stack belongs like a mariner knows the dots 
on a nautical chart... He turns to the tele- 
phone. 

" This ie the city emoke department. Your 

stack is smoking. Try to stopit. If it con- 
tinues for six. minutes we will have to start 
suit ageipst you,” ig the message which 
usually goes over the telephone to the startled 
owner of the plant. 
Few of the owners enderstand how thecity 
smoke department keeps such close watch on 
their stacks, It haa only been in the last 
few weeks that the warnings started coming 
with such promptness. Hardly does the first 
puff of black smoke come out of the top of 
the stack before “ Ding~-a-ling-ding!:"’ goes 
the telephone and there is awarning. Some- 
times there is a protest that the mysterious 
representative of the city smoke department 
must be mistaken. 

“©, no, I am looking right at your stack 
now,’ i@ the invariable reply. 

“ Look for yourself and sée,’’ he adds. 

“That fellow must be right next door 
around the corner?” soliloquises the owner 
as he looks. “ Guess they are after me and 
I'd better be good.”’

Visit Made to Tower. 

“Call it any time if you want to know 
what stacks are smoking on the west side be- 
tween West Twelfth street and the drainage 
canal at that particular moment,” says Mr.

A visitor called it the other day. John F. 
Shreffier, the deputy inepector, was there. 
Would he like a visitor? 

‘* Certainly; open the door and come—walk 
right up,’ he replied. 

Some minutes later the visitor hopped off a 
Bive island avenue car, clambered over a 
network of railroad tracks, and pushed open 
the heavy, time battered door of the tower, 
In front of him waea short flight of narrow 
stairs.

For smoke inspection purposes the city 
now is divided into seven districts, which are 
in turn subdivided into twenty-two sections.

10, 11, and 12, covering most of the Ninth, 
Tenth, Bleventh, Twelfth, and Thirty~-fourth 
wards. In tt are located 268 plants. It has 
many times that number of stacks.

Inepector Bird has taid down a rute to his 
men that the smoke fight in Chicago can be 
compared to a chain. Bach stack is a fink, 
and as the chain never can be any stronger 
than its weakest link the city never can be 
any cleaner than ite smokiest single stack. 
He admits that there are still many weak 
tinks, represented by smoking stacks, but in- 
sists that they are being taken out and re- 
placed by strong ones as rapidly as possible, 
and that the chain has been practically made 
over in the last two years.

When a new lodge is to 


be formed in a town to which the fraternal 
order is a stranger an organizer is often 
obliged to spend several weeks in calling on 


prospective members and in arousing a suffi- 


client degree of interest and enthusiasm.

“The local priest is 
usually glad to make the preliminary an- 


nouncement and the church hall or parish 
house is used ag a place of meeting. 


By way of recognizing the obligation there 
is hardly a Roman Catholic church in the 


country which does not contain a memorial 


window or some other handsome and costly 
nt of the gratitude of the great so- 
cileties of mutual aid. And many a strug- 


giing parish schoo! has been heiped to per- 
manence by the tne sg contributions of 


the lodges. 


One of the tacond Orders. 
Among the largest and most prominent of 
the Catholic fraternities is the Catholic Or- 
der of Foresters, one of the many great mod- 
ern societies which in their names and cere- 
monies keep alive the memories of those an- 
client days when men were free rangers of 
the woods and forests. The Catholic order 
was formed in Chicago in the early ‘80s, 
and it is intéresting, as showing how cloze 
is its relation to the church, to know that the 
meeting for organization was held in the 
parish house of the Holy Family church and 
was presided over by a Jesuit priest. 
Today the order has nearly 150,000 mem- 
bers In the northern half of the Unit tates 
and in Canada. It includes in its mémber- 
ship men of a dozen different nationalities. 
Its influence bas been strong in breaking 
down race prejudice and in bringing into one 
harmonious and ,united family people who, 
because of mutual ignorance and mistinder- 
standing, might under other circumstances 
have remained, separated and even hostile. 
In Chicago and in St. Paul there are courts 
made up entirely of colored people, while 
the province of Quebec boasts a loca] lodge 
every member of which is an Indian. 
In the twenty-five years of its existence the 
order has paid out nearly $14,000,000 in death 
ard funeral benefits, while something like 


$3,000,000 additional has been spent ip sick 


benefits and other forms of voluntary relief. 
At present its annual expenditures for relief 
are more than a million and a half dollars a 


gear. The various branches of the order have 


also been liberal contributors to the many 
branches of the work of thechurch. In Wis- 
consin, for instance, recent funds have gone 
towards the erection of a Roman Catholic 
chapel for the use of students attending the 
state university at Madison. 

* 


Varied Work of Society. 

The order also maintains—as do the 
Knights of Columbus—an agency for secur- 
ing employment for its members who may 
happen to be out of work. Regular lyceums 
and literary bureaus are conducted by some 
of the state organizations, and lectures and 
musical] and literary entertainments are pro- 
vided during the winter season to make in- 
teresting and valuable the meetings of the 
local courts. | 

The local branches of the Foresters—as do 
the lodges of many other fraternities-—sup- 
port regularly beds in the various hospitals 
in Chicago and other cities, where indigen: 
or unfortunate members may have the best 
of nursing and medical attention. They pay, 
also, sick benefits averaging about $5 a 
week to members for a period not exceeding 
three months in any year. 

In 1908 the Foresters celebrated the silver 
jubliee of the founding of their order with 
a great international convention in Chicago. 
On the climacteric day more than 10,000 dele- 
gates filed the Coliseum to listen to ad- 
dresses by Archbishop Quigley, Bishop Mul- 
doon, and a number of prominent laymen. 
The handsome souvenir program which was 
issued at that time contains letters of in-

dorsement and congratulation trom no less 
than fifteen bishops and archbishops of the 


church in. America, many of them being 
active members of the order. 


es 
Women Conduct Great Organization. 


That Catholic women are leaders, both in 
the great movement for mutual aid and pro- 
tection and in showing feminine capacity for 
organization and business administration, is 
well illustrated in the career of the len’ 
Catholic Behevolent association. In less than 
twenty yearsorganized, officered, and man- 
aged exciusively by women—it has enrolied 
more than 100,000 women in its ranks, has 
organized more than a thousand local lodges 
in the United States and Canada, has accu- 
mulated assets af nearly $1,500,000, and has 
paid out $7,000,000 In benefits. There area 
number of other mutual aid societies com- 
posed: entirely of women, while some of the 
large orders admit both men and women to 
membership on equa! terms. 

Altogether there are four Roman Catholic 
fraternal orders, which have a total*member- 
The next dogen in size 
bring the aggregate to upward of 1,000,000. 
‘Yaken together they have to their credit the 
tremendous sum of $140, 900.000 paid. out in 
benefits and various forms of mutual reliet. 
Kovery year they distribute between $7,000 
uO and $8,000,000 among their members in 
direct benefits. ‘The amounts raised annu- 
ally as contributions to church charities for 
voluntary relief among thelr members and 
as endowments for educational and other 
institutions add a large but uncounted 
amount to this total. 

As a moral and educational force, the 
Catholic fraternities have made their influ- 
ence felt more strongly than that of the 
other fraternal orders. in the first place, 
they are better and more closely organised. 
in the American federation they have an 


instrument for voicing with authority the” 


unanimous opinion of 2,000,000 earnest men 
and women. Following the mandate of the 
church they have enrolled themselves solidly 
in opposition to socialism. They have start- 
ed and now have under way a movement for 
the reform of lax divorce laws and they are 
fighting with all the power of their organiza- 
tion the growing prevalence of divorce, which 
** now menaces society in all parts of the 
country.”

\ Laege Support Given Missions. 

Both by the national federation and by the 
subordinate bodies of which it is composed, 
large sums of money have been contributed 
to the support of Roman Catholic missions 
among tiie Indians and negroes. The safe- 
guarding of recently arrived emigrants, the 
question of religion in the public schools, 
better observance of Sunday, support of the 
Catholic university of America, and the in-

which the federation has acted and is now 
making its influence felt. 

When objection was made to the accept- 
ance of the statue of Father Marquette by. 
congress for a place in the National Memo- 
rial hal, the federation acted promptly and 
with such force that prejudice was overruled 
and the marbie effigy of the famous mission- 
ary and explorer, who laid down his life on 
the shores of Lake Michigan, was giadly 
welcomed. 4

* In short, in every matter upon which the 
Catholic side of a public question has come 
before the public. it has properly represented 
that side. called for and secured a hearing, 
and in every. case successfully held its posi- 
tion. It is sometimes charged that the fed- 
eration may develop into a political organi- 
gation. Far from it! Partisan politics has 
no place in the organization and never will 
nave, for the leaders and members of the 
federation belong to all political creeds. It

Other irregularities tn the present calendar 
run the bill up to $300,000,000 and affect sume- 
thing like 300,000,000 engaged in ali lines of 
work and business, all of which is expected 
to be remedied by the establishment of a 
“ symmetrical] year." é 

It is ean old problem and one that has 
vexed the minds of churches and govern- 
ments many times before. Since Pope Greg- 
ory issued the manifesto that made the prea- 
ent calendar universal in Christian coun- 
tries, its anomalies and irreguiarities have 
been a Constant source of irritation to many 
interests. Governments. have tried to cem- 
edy this, reformers have dared to voice the 
opinion that Pope Gregory was not a prac- 

*tical man, in so far as he is judged by his ca)- 
endar. But nothing has been done to aiter 
the calendar.

The trimming and the making of & hat ere 
two different things. Nine women out of ten 
feel perfectly confident of their ability to 
trim a hat, but they generally hesitate to 
claim equal proficiency in the art of making 
a hat. No amount of trimming can cover 
up the defects in a badly fitting and poorly 
made frame, 

The first essential in making « hat is to 
have the foundation frame sit squarely on 
the head and fit snugty over the hair in the 
pack. In the case of the present shaped 
toque, whether it be of straw, tulle, or lace, 
the back should be made to fit closely againat 
the hair, and the trimmings be allowed to 
fall low down at the side or ces ter back, over 
the hais. 

In remodeling a hat which oves not pos- 
sess these characteristics alter the back by 
cutting out a/small semicircle, which will 
permit the hair to come between the two 
corners of the opening, and wire the edge of 
the semicircle space to keep the two points 
down closely at the sides. . If it be a straw 
hat which is cut in this way, a finishing trim- 
ming. will be needed at the edge wh 
straw.has been cut away.. It would be well 
to rip the outer edge before cutting, to give

It will be time well gpent to shrink all ma- 
terials before cutting into them, el#e there 
will be trouble after the laundering, espe- 
clally around the band and hips, where the 
fitting is perfectly smooth. 

It is essential in cutting out this three piece 
combination to lay each piece of the pattern 
correctly on the cloth. If this is not done, 
especially in the drawers and skirt portions, 
they will be apt to twist and set badly. The 
drawers are circular in cut, and there is ai- 
ways a line of perforations in patterns show- 
ing where the pattern should be laid on the 
straight of the cloth. The drawers part must 
be laid out flat on the cloth, and after the pat- 
tern is laid so that the perforations indicating 


the straight line are on a warp thread of the, 


scloth pin it securely in place. 

As it is supposed that the pattern has been 
made to allow for the Jength of the finished 
garment, the lower edge should be foided 
back the depth of the ruffle, insertion, or 
other trimming which te to be added to the 
lower edge. Out out, being accurate about 
marking the line where the skirt portion is to 
be attached as well as putting in all other 
marks. Two of these pieces are cut out and 
then the skirt portion is laid on the cloth 
so that the perforated edge is on a fold of the 
goods. The bottom edge of thie piece is 
turned back the same és that of the drawers 
piece. Then it is cut out.

On the front edge of the right drawers 
piece, at the top, there is eam edge cut off, in- 
dicated usualy by small perforations. After 
this has been done facings which have been 
cut to fit should be attached to the curved 
edges from the waist ine down to the leg 
seams, First, however, the short leg seame 
should be stitched tégether. Stitch on the 
machine and then trim off one edge of the 
seam reasOnably close to the stitching, and 
hem the other edge down oven this by hand,

In cutting out the facings, cut by the pat- 
tern, seeing thet the grain of the cloth is 
the same as that in the drawers, and cutting 
them everywhere three inches wide. These 
facings are stitched on by machine so that 
the seam comes on the wrong side, and in 
order to make a flat turning on the ¥ 
side crease the seam open with the thumb- 
nail, then it will turn over flat and look weil 
The facirigs should be hemmed down by 
hand, and one side is hemmed over the 
other where it covers the leg seam.

Finish 
in a French seam. Attach the corset cover 
to the upper edge of the beading in the same 
way, first finishing the hems in the front of 
the corset cover. 

As the putting together of this garment 
is somewhat puzsiing to many, the above 
. ms were given without reference 
to any trimming, but of course many times 
when lace or embroidery are to be set in all 
or most of this work is done before the two 
parts are joined. 

Beautiful designs In hand embroidery pley 
a most important part in the decoration of 
all lingerie today. One sées most exquisite 
patterns worked on the lower edges as well 
as around the neck and down the fronts of 
the upper part. This is sometimes done in 
conjunction with lace set in straight or 
curved lines and, while it takes time, is 
nevertheless most fascinating work to do.

A pretty idea for a simply trimmed set is 
to finish the bottom edges with a narrow 
-circular ruffie. This ruffle will have whipped 
to ite edge a narrow edge of Valenciennes 
lace, while above this will be setdn. or rather 
worked, a small double feather stitch, set in 
a straight line.

One often hears people say it {e perfect 
nonsense to take time to put lace on by hand, 
and especially to set. insertion in that way. 
But im putting on by the machine there is 
rarely a time that some places are not 
skipped, making it necessary to repair these 
places, by hand, and the lece is invariably 
tight across these same spots and always 
looks botchy. Then again, it is impossible 
to prevent the lace from being put on too 
tight, and this is especially apparent after 
the laundering. Better have a beautifully 
made and aBSsolutely untrimmed/ garment 
than one elaborately trimmed, and this trim- 
ming set on by machine and the edges lett 
raw underneath.

There is another way of finishing the cloth 
edges where ingertion has been set in, besides 
roling back and hemming. After the in- 
sertion has been hemmed down on the right 
side, hold the garment wrong side out and 
cut the cloth away quite close to the in- 
sertion, perhaps leaving a margin of a thir- 
ty-second part of an inch, then overhand 
this raw edge, sewing qt the same time 
through the edge of the insertion. 

In order to have this way a satisfactory 
one, it is neceseary to take the smaliest pos- 
sible stitches, close f®gether. It makes a 
beautiful finish if done well, and when one 
is accustomed to it, it will take less time 
than the rolling and bemming. But too 
strong emphasis cannot be given to the cau- 
tion to have the stitches small and clove to- 
gether. This method will apply to the set- 
ting in of lace or embrodery medallions also. 

As a change from the usual lace trimming 
it would be pretty to make one of the sets 
with a-etrip of the sheerest possibie batiste, 
one inch wide finished, set on the skirt and 
drawers where the ruffle joins them, and 
through this run a ribbon, letting it come 
out at the outside and tie in a bow. Finish 
the neck of the corset cover part similarly, 
but have that band not over three-quarters 
of an inch in width. 


Sleeping Late Sunday Mornings 


By ETHEL E 


The babit of sleeping late on Sunday mors- 
ings by those who are accustomed to rise 
early throughout the week is injurious, says 
Dr. Frank Bethel Cross, a visiting physician 
of Seney hospital, Brooklyn. , 

“ Women who sieep six or eight hours one 
day and ten or twelve the next are rarely 
physically weil, for their daily habits of living 
aré too irregular) One day too mucb rest, 
the next day too little, and as @ result irreg- 
ular meals and disturbed order of the day, 
be said. 

“If women would sleep properly, taking 
just enough, and that as reguiarly as posst- 
bie, and then have some outdoor work or rec- 
reation when the sun is shfning, there would 
certainly be less iliness, or, rather, tendency 
to illness, ammong them, 

“ The old philosopher Kant apportioned the 
day into three sect!ons of eight hours each— 
one for sleep, another for work, and the third 
for recreation—ané 1 think this is a wise ruie 
to follow if a person can bo arrange his or her 
life. The amount of sleep needed to keep in 
good condition, however, should be deter- 
mined by each individual, for some require 
eight and a half or even nine and a haif 
hours, while six and sometimes iess seems 
sufficient for others. Just how much is 
needed must be determined by each woman, 
and once she knows the number of hoGrs she 
requires she should count on them and act- 
ually build the reat of her day for work and 
pleasure, with the sleep or rest hours for a 
basis, Once @ rising hour is decided upon, a 
woman should keep it, and, whether up iate 
or not, always rise at the same time to start 
the day right and not disturb the regularity 
of living.

Begin Each Dav Regularly. 

Bhe should always try to breakfast at the 
same hour and have the meals as nearly on 
schedule as possible if good health is desired, 
If up late at night an hour or more of sisep 
should be taken to try to make up for that 
lost, but this extra rest should not be taken 
by lying abed in the morning, thus beginning 
the day two or three hours iater. 


“ There should be no late breakfasts Sun- 


day mornings to allow a person to ‘ make up 
for lost sleep during the week,’ as we so fre- 
quently hear it stated, for in this way the 
day is started wrong--the largest meal is 
eaten served in the middle of the day inatead 
of at night, as ie done during the week at 
most ida, and with the frille that are 
served with most Sunday dinners, is there 
little reason to wonder that many women, 
and men, too, complain of headache, stupidi- 
ty, and billousness on the following Monday? 
This breaking into the habite of eating and 
s.eeping, followed for six days ‘in the week, 
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~ “ T would advise women to sleep eleht hours 
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modes will not drape over a fat figure. 

The fat has got to come off quickly but 
without harm, of course, and this means only 
one thing can be depended vu; 
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at night, or a8 many as they find they tTe-+ 
quire, though eight ts sufficient for most of 
them. If they retire at 1:80 or Ll o'clock 
they should be ready to rise at 7 or half an 
hour earlier or later, according as they ar- 
range their household duties. Mach one 
should go out ‘in the morning é@ither to do 
her marketing or for a brisk walk, fust to be 
out of doors, and I believe that half an hour's 
rest on her return, whether the woman sleeps 
or only closes her eyes, should be taken be- 
fore lunch. For this short rest the garments 
should be loosened and the shoes removes for 
easy house slippers. The woman should lie 
down on a couch or @ bed, if that is more 
comfortable, and reiax her muscles, her mind, 
too, and rest. After lunch, which should foi- 
low, not directly, of course, but an hour or 
two later, [ think most women need an hour’s 
sleep before going outdoors again shopping or 
calling, if they wish to feel fresh for the ain- 
ner hour during the evening.

This is a daily scene at Danville, IL, now. There 
are as many as three funerals at times in «a single 
day. “And so, like the wave, the multitude’ goes.” 
Silently, in growing numbers year by year, the Grand 
Army of the Republic is being mustered out. At the 
Danville home 240 members died in 1909. As there 
are ten national and thirty state homes in the United 
States, with a present aggregate membership of 55,000, 
with age and disability exacting their increasing 4n- 
nual toll, it is not difficult to forecast closely the 
time when the passing of the last remaining survivor 
completes the final muster of the soldiers of the great 
war. It has been predicted that about 1928 will wit- 
ness the closing scene. 

It is therefore well that Uncle Sam has made such 
ample provision for the few remaining survivors of 
the war whose necessities compel them to seek the 
shelter of a soldiers’ home in their declining years. 
Kindnese ard consideration mark the administration, 
even though there may now and then be governors 
too prone to exert a needless discipline. But dis-

cipline of a mild form is essential; 4s % must ‘always 
be where sé@veral thousand men are living together 
as wards of the nation. There are certain fractious 
and irreconcilable spirits that must be tamed and 
brought into subjection for the general good. 

There are about 2,400 former soldiers now at the 
Danvilie home. They are a well behaved lot of men, 
considering the immense diversity In Character mani- 
fest in auch a large number of men living isolated 
lives, or, rather, the individual lives in isolation 
amidst a multitude.

Perhaps his life has been soured by adversity or 
wrecked by disease..

Touch deeply enough into the heart and the mem- 
ories of the old south and the child of the Black 
Mammy becomes a child again. Anywhere that time 
and the tides of circumstance may have drifted him, 
the wellsprings of his better natufe are sounded in 
the quickening memories of his old Black Mammy. 

Never to have had a Black Mammy? In the ties 
that have grown again between north and south the 
child of the Black Mammy has his commiserations for 
that northern friend who never knew her. 

In this remembrance of the Old Black Mammy of 
the south lies—more than in all else—those old but 
fading bitternesses of the southern families. Emanci- 
pation of the Black Mammy has been in the heart of 
the southerner more than all the losses of the war, 
measurable in money. Child of the Black Mammy-—to 
realize that his children and his children’s children 
must be born motherless of her! 

Gettysburg, Antietam, Petersburg, Frasier’s Farm, 
the Wilderness—these were his protests. Battles that 
shook the world, but mere memories today. The blue 
and the gray today stand on a thousand marble pedes- 
tals. But the Black Mammy of the south? Where is 
her monument among the milliens of her children, 
even to the second and third generations? 

She was an aristocrat, this Black Mammy of half 
acentury ago. Likewise she was an autocrat within 
her own autocracy and beyond it to her horisons. 
From her earliest infancy she had been chosen as 
@ “house nigger.” The common “field nigger” was 
beneath her consideration, unless it might be in show- 
ing him his place in the establishment. And, “show- 
ing him,” he did not fail to see and to comprehend.

Child as she was and black, she played with the 
white folks’ children. There was no color line estab- 
lished, as, born of a Black Mammy, she was the equal 
of Black Mammy’s foster children. She grew up with 
her particular white “missy,” her voice and vote in 
everything that concerned the daughter of the house. 
Then as age and wisdom came to her she gravitated 
to the positinn of Black Mammy to them all when 
in the course of human events the daughter of the 
house had borne children of her own. 

Black Mammy was the refuge of the erring. Child 
herself in ’ thought and imaginings, where could 
sympath ore certainly be counted upon? Where & 
mediator more tolerant when the erring one, contrite 
and fearful, came to her to ask her mediation? 

Among her own biack fiedgelings Black Mammy 
might be the apotheosis of offended, punitive majesty. 
Often the “mistiss,” out of her sense of proportion, 
rescued Black Mammy’s own, in the course of which 
Black Mammy might protest and warm to the inter- 
ference. But when the “mistiss” had brought to 
Black Mammy’s childish, loving heart a heartload of 
sympathy for the offending and suffering white one 
of Mammy’s little flock, how many times did Black 
Mammy seize her foster child and escape with it? 

“You jest don’t cry, honey, an’ Mammy’ll tell you 
a ghos’ story!” 

Ghosts! Is there anything in all the realms of 
beatific recollections and remembrance that can com- 
pare with Black Mammy’s ghost stories, as Blac 
Mammy’s children look back upon them? 

There is the wide mouthed fireplace in the kitchen, 
the back log a living coal, the andirons standing in 
the firelight that shifted shadows on the walis, 4 
wind blowing strong about the huge chimney, the 
hearth swept and dusted to immaculate cleanliness— 
end then. the “ ghos’ story.”

“ Chos’ Stories” Never to Be Forgotten. 

Mothers’ conventions of today meet and pass resolu- 
tions against the frightening of their modern children. 
Would any child of the Black Mammy of yesterday 
Wipe from his memory those weird, fascinating, hair- 
raising stories which came to him from the imagina- 
tions and the superstitions of Black Mammy? There 
were miseries of frights and fears as penalty—fear of 
the deserted log cabin in the woods; fears of the black 
cave that opened toward the shallow, stony creek; 
fear even of the attic door at the top of the house 
if by chance it yawned at him in the dark. 

But were not the stories worth the penalties? 

And in those old campmeeting times of the negro, 
when paroxysmal religion seized suddenly upon the 
individua: ana sent him whirling in dervish dance to 
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the chant of the darky preacher! Who was more 
enthralled than was Black Mammy, rolling in the 
straw pens where the ecstatic, rejuvenated black soul 
found not only absolution from her sins but wallowed 
in the joy of her new being? vey 

And the singing and the praying and the exhorting, 
with the campfires in the background or the fore- 
ground, and wild nature's music keeping the white ins 
habitants for a mile around awake half the night! 

All, all are gone, save in the memory of the children 
of Black Mammy, many of whom have grandchildren 
of their own, and who hunger for the Black Mammy 
that they only used to know. 

Here and there and yonder were the Black Mammies 
that refused emancipation, whose children refused it, 
and whose grandchildren today are in touch with the 
second and third generations of their former masters. 


- But there are changes that fail of compensation. One 


of the lost arts of the negro as observable by the child 
of the Black Mammy is that the negro no longer sings 
as in plantation days. He does not have the heart for 
singing as -he sang in those carefree days of his 
simplicity. These grandchildren of the Black Mammy 
in many cities have shouldered the burden of responsi- 
bility in receiving the birthright of freedom. But in 
the south are the tens of thousands of her blood de- 
scendants, ignorant of letters and of the world as she 
was, congregated in communit!.3 as was the Black 
Mammy of the plantation—but the old song of the 
negro is stilled. 

Dr. William A. Bvans. health commissioner of Chi- 
cago, occasionally goes back to his old home at Aber- 


deen, Miss., where there are. touches and traces of the 
Black Mammy of the old south. When the movement 
starts for the national monument to the “ Old Black 
Mammy of the South” put Dr. Evans down for a $10 
bill.

The doctor, by the way, never goes south without 
bringing back a new selection of negro stories, illus- 
trative of the present day negro. And in years past 
he hasn’t been forced to go south to get them—several 
of them have come back north to him in person.

At that time 
Dr. Evatis was a bachelor, occupying a flat with two 
bachelor brothers in Forty-third street, near Calumet 
avenue.

Forty-five winters have passed since 
Grant met Lee at Appomattox and the 
civil war ended. The question faces the 
last glorious remnant of that honored 
body, the men of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, to name a successor. 

Or, if we prefer to think—and many do so prefer— 
that the Grand Army is unique, an organization the 
like of which will never be known again in our midst, 
for the reason that this body saved the union from 
dissolution, who are they who Shall succeed to its priv- 
ileges, properties, and emoluments? 

The question is not merely academic. There are 
many property rights involved, and there are institu- 
tions, customs, and privileges which must descend to 
organized bodies, ready, equipped, and properly consti- 
tuted for the work that has hitherto been done by the 
G. A. R. Debate over the right of succession to the 
Grand Army has come up in a striking manner in two 
instances lately in Chicago. - 

The first, or the public, debate was that for the re- 
newal of the lease of Memorial hall. Involved in this, 
but spreading wider, was an organized defection in 
Chicago of that large body of men who formed after 
fhe Spanish war the United Spanish War Veterans. 
When the matter of position in line in the Memorial 
day parade cathe up this year in their camps they 
adopted resolutions that they would not march unless 
given a position immediately behind the Grand Army, 
because they believed the veterans of the Spanish- 
American war the legitimate successors of the G. A. B.

G. A. R. Practically Names Them Heirs. 


Of the glory that ia the unique possessior of the 
G. A. R. there fs no question of succession in the minds 
of either aide. The. glorious distinction of having 
fought a long and bitter fight to save the union from 
extinction cannot be passed on. It dies with the last 


veteran of the G. A. R. 
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The veterans of the Spanish-American War, espe- 
cially that portion of them organized . what is 
known as the United Spanish War Veterans, have, how- 
ever, within the last two months made and carried to 
@ successful conclusion a campaign for public recogni- 
tion that means, as far as Chicago goes, a declaration 
on the part of the G. A. R. in this city that the men 
who enlisted in the Spanish-American war are entitled 
to be regarded as their legitimate successors. The 
issue was fought out upon the question of position of 
the Spanish war veterans in the Memorial day parade 
of 1910. Feeling ran so high that Gen. J. EB. Stewart, 
head of the veteran division, came out boldly with a 
statement that if the United Spanish War Veterans 
refused to take any position assigned to them, regard- 
less of what it was, they would never again be asked 
to parade on Memorial day. 

“There isn’t a body of men in the United States big 
enough to decline the honor of marching on Memorial 
Gay when asked to do so,” he said. “The entire Amer- 
fean people would reprobate such an action, and never 
seem, would such an organization receive an invita-

No Quarrel With the G. A. R. 


Such being the attitude of the veterans 


underwent the horrors of inaction at Camp Chicka- 
mauga. ‘We used to feel that we were regarded by 
the large body of American citizens as a joke.” 

“Because we got no farther than Chickamagua or 
Tampa, they tell us, ‘You beys never knew war at 
all.” Those at Chickamauga and other camps know 
they endured a hell there more terrible than anything 
bullets or*plain starvation could have made. Do you 
realise that out of 3860,000 enlisted men only 10,000 
were killed in battle? That 60,000 men died of fever 
and other diseases during the few months of the war. 
and that 60,900, at a low estimate, have died since 
being mustered out, from wounds received or diseases 
contracted while in service? 

“The point is this—the Spanish war veteran suf- 
fered terribly, even when he saw no actual war. He 
feela that in this way he evidenced love of country 
in a particular manner, and it is only common recogni- 
tion of the truth that. he asked. He feels that he 
has not come to his own in public recognition, and 
this most particularly on Memorial day, as long as 
any old position in the ranks is assigned to him, 
even to shoving in the rear. He has marched every- 
where in the line, occasionally behind the G. A. R.,

New Year's day, 1864, Lieut. Sam- 
uel Harris, of the Fifth Michigan 
cavalry was guarding with sixty 
men the banks of a fordable river 
lying between the union and con- 

federate armies in Eastern Virginia. Smoke 
rising from the chimney of a lonely house 
just outside the lines attracted his attention, 
and he made up his mind to see who was 
there. Leaving word that his men should 


follow him if shots were heard or if he did | 


not return within a short time he rode for- 
ward alone to the house. 

The day was bitterly cold and a strong 
morth wind was blowing. He shekered his 
horse under a shed before knocking at the 
door. In his hand he held a big navy 
revolver, which he had taken from his boot- 
leg, ready to fire if the house should be oc- 
cupied by the enemy. But he made haste 
to drop the revolver into its hiding place 
unobserved when the door was opened by 
a girl of twelve and a giance into the room 
showed that the only other occupants were 
children and a woman who sat by the fire- 
Place with a baby in her arms. The gir! 
had been crying and when the woman by 
the fire turned the lieutenant saw tears upon 
her cheeks. 


He said: ‘‘Madam, you seem to be in 


trouble here. If you will tell me what it. 


is I may be able to help you.” She burst 
out crying, and could say nothing for a 
moment. Then she answered: “ Captain, 
we are starving. .I have not had a mouth- 
ful to eat for twenty-four hours. We had 
one hardtack apiece yesterday. I had two 
left. This morning I broke them in two 
and gave half of one piece to each of my 
four children.”” She had five children, but 
the fifth was a baby’ too small to eat the 
small, hard biscuit known as hardtack. 

The Heutenant was horrified. ‘‘ Madam,”’ 
he said, “I did not come down here to fight 
‘ Wome and children, and I will not see 
you starve to death on my line. You shal 
hear from me soon.”’ 

He went clattering out of the house, mount- 
ed his horse, and galloped back to his com- 
mand. An hour later, four men in the uni- 
form of United States cavalry rode slowly up 
to the lonely house. One carried slung across 
‘his horse a large sack of fresh bread, another 
a sack of hardtack, another a fine quarter of 


beef, and the fourth such other food and deli- — 


cacies as Lieut. Harris could find in camp. 
The troopers came Dack with tear stains on 
their faces and reported that the children’s 
delight and the mother’s gratitude were 
things they would never forget. The chil- 
dren's father had served in the southern 
army, but had been wounded and captured, 
and when Lieut. Harris discovered their 
plight they had no food, no money, and no 
one near to care whether they lived or died. 
‘T]he duties of the following Gaye drove from 
the yoing officer’s mind the good'deed he had 
done. He would have been surprieed if any 
one had told him that on that New Year's 
@ay he had, by feeding some starving chil- 
dren, saved himself from death by hanging. 
But long years afterwards he learned that 
it was so. ; 

Two months later Lieut. Harris was in com- 
mand of a troop of the Fifth Michigan cev- 
alry, engaged on 4 daring raid southward 
forty or fifty miles into the outer fortifica- 
tidne of the city of Richmond. The object 
of the raié wae to reach Libby prisonand free 
the prisoners there. Of course the only 
chance of success lay in surprising the de- 
fenders of the confederate capital. - 

After penetrating the outer works of the 
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city by a dashing charge over breastworks 
the emall body of cavalry was driven back, 
and in the retreat abandoned the wounded. 
Among those was Lieut. Harris. His cloth- 
ing was torn by fifteen bullets, but only two 


wounds were seridus. His left arm was . 


broken by a bullet and he was severely 
wounded im the shoulder. ~ 

The prisoners were taken into Richmond. 
The lieutenant was so faint from loss of 


blood that he could not sit up. He was laid 
on straw in the bottom of a wagon, which 
was driven into the city and halted in front 
of headquarters. From the comments of the 
crowd of lookers-on he learned that a drum-

head court martial was being held on him, 
and a little later learned that he was to be 
hanged immediately. The confederates were 
go angry at the raid that they were deter- 
mined to. hang the first officer captured as an 
outlaw, instead of treating him as a prisoner 
of war. 

While his guard was waiting ror the order 
to proceed toe the gallows, a young man in 
the uniform of a confederate captein came 
hurriedly up to the wagon and asked him his 
name and regiment. He repeated the answer 
to make sure he was right, and then, bend- 
ing close, whispered: “ Lieutenant, don’t be 
scared. They are not going to hang you, or 
burt a hair of your head”’ 

These words were a surprise to the wounded 
prisoner, but were spoken with such assur- 
ance that he could not help believing them. 
Sure enough, after a delay which seemed 


' Many hours, but which was probably only 


a few moments, he was removed to Lippy 
prison. He slowly recovered from his wound, 
and after long and tedious months in prison 
was exchanged and sent north. 

It was not until many years after the war 
that Lieut. Harris knew why they did not 
hang him. A chance meeting with an old 
comrade-supplied the clew, and after thirty 
years the mystery’ was cleared up. 

The poor woman whose sufferings Lieut. 
Harris had relieved had been In the happy 
Gaye long before the war a pupil in a fash- 
lonable boarding school in Philadelphia, 
where her roommate was a young woman 
who afterwards married Jefferson Davis. 
On that New Year's day, 1864, when her de- 
spair was turned into joy, she eagerly sought 
some way in which to repay the benetits she - 
had received. Her husband was a prisoner 
in the north and the thought came to her that 
the chances of war might make her benefac- 
tor a prisoner. 

She sat down and wrote a note to her old 
friend, the wife of the president of the con- 
federate states. She told her story and 
begged Mrs. Davis to remember the name of 
Lieut. Harris and to tell Mr. Davis for her 
that if ever the lieutenant fell into the hands 
of the enemy she begged hat they would be 
kind to him for her sake. This note was 
smuggled through the lines, and reached 
Mrs. Davis. While the prisoner lay on his 
straw, waiting to be hauled to the gallows, 
Mrs. Davis, in her sitting room in the presi- 
dent’s house, overheard an officer report to. 
her husband in the adjoining room that the 
court martial had- sentenced to death the 
captured officer, whose name was Harris, of 
a Michigan regiment. 

Mra. Davis hurried into the president’s 
office and recalled to his mind that the officer 
who had befriended her old schoolmate was 
Lieut. Harris of Michigan. 

“Tr he is the man,” said President Davis, 
“he must not be hanged.”’ 

He sent one officer, and then, for fear the 
first might be delayed, sent a second officer, 
to order the hanging postponed. When 
it was certain that this was indeed the right! 
man the president set aside the court martial, 
although: every menrber of his cabinet was' 
opposed to mercy. No word was sent to the 
prisoner, and all that he knew was that some) 
mysterious influence had saved him, until, fole! 
lowing up one clew after another, he learned! 
the truth from Mrs. Davis’ own lips. 

There were brave men and noble womenon 
both sides in that civil strife. This story is 
creditable to both. Lieut. Harris is ¢ pros- 
perous Chicago business man. The other 
principal characters in the story have died. 
Peace to their dust! .

C.r1ntance Case, 
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'D you ever stop to think what our 
flag says to you—of the story that it 
tells? It is a story with more of 


any book that you have read It 
is the story of a great nation that grew up 
from a small beginning. And it is the story 
of many patriots, both of wdr and peace; of 
soldiers who lived to celebrate their vic- 
tories and of those to whom today we rev- 
erently pay tribute with flags and flowers. 

First its colors tell a story. The thirteen 
stripes remind us of the states with which it 
first began; its blue field, originally occupied 
by the cross of the English fag when Wash- 
ington first gave it to the breeze in Cam- 
bridge, but replaced later by a cluster of 
stars, which grew in number as states were 
added to the union. The story that its colors 
tell every schoo! child knows. 

But in this story of the flag are a wealth 
of smnalier stories, like chapters of a book. 
There are stories of great battles, and sad 
defeats, of bravery and heroism, and of the 
love which all of us have for our native 
land. 

It was not an uncommon thing in the late 
civil war for a regimental flag to have two, 
four, or more men fal} in carrying it forward 
in a single fight. In the Military museum at 
Albany is a tatttered flag of the Thirtieth 
New York infantry, which bears on its staff 
this inscription: ‘‘At the last battle of Bull 
Run, Aug. 29 and 30, 1862, these colors fell 
during the engagement in the hands of ten 
different soldiers, shot dead in the field.” 
Thirty-six balls paseed through the stars 
and stripes and the staff was shot to splin- 
ters. 

There were two Wisconsin flags of heroic 
interest. The Second Wisconsin infantry 
was a part of the Iron brigade. In the battle 
of Antietam,. Sept. 17, 1862, all the color 
guards of the regiment were either killed 
or wounded. At Gettysburg, in July, 1868, 
nearly one-third of the regiment was cut 
down by the confederate fire in less than half 
an hour. When the last color bearer was 
.killed Private R. E& Davison picked up the 
flag and unfurled it in front of the regiment 
when the brigade made a charge. When 
night came after that first day’s battle there 
were only fifty men left to answer the roll 
call out of 300 who ha@ madethe charge. But 
the flag was safe. though it had fallen many 
times during the day. ai 
< Few battle flags were so completely torn 
by shot and shell as that of the Fifth Wis- 
consin, and after Gettysburg was fought and 
won it was returned to the state, because 


its condition was such that it could no longer 
be carried into battle. 

The Sixth Wisconsin infantry also was at 
Gettysburg. In the “railroad cut,” where 
fighting was desperate, the colors went down 
seven times, but each time were raised by the 
color guard, every man of whom,was killed 
or wounded, 

In the war Gepartmeft at Washington 
there are 750 captured battle flags, 250 of 
them belonging to the union forces and 500

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of them confederate banners. Each flag has 
its unwritten story of bravery and romance 

Three stories are told of flags which brought 
to northern soldiers who were in southern 
prisons genuine cheer and comfort. And 
two of them were flags which the soldiers 
madé themselves. . 

At the battle of Malvern Hill, Va., July 1, 
1962, a number of northern boys were cap- 
tured by the confederates and imprisoned 


im a. tebacco factory in Richmond. - The 


men were sick and half starved, but the 
sacrifices which they wefe making for the 
cause of their government made them more 
patriotic. They determined to celebrate in 
some fitting way the Fourth of July, which 
was approaching. Timothy 8. Regan of the 
Ninth Massachusetts was the leading spirit 
among them, and he suggested that they 
make their country’s flag. 

There were in this part of the prison from 
twenty) to twenty-five men. in early twi- 
Mght, when they could work unobserved, the 
men made the flag they loved. Regan gave a 
white cotton shirt of his to make the stars. 
Poor as the garment was, it had cost him 
§6.50, so expensive were clothes during war 
times. A blue flannel shirt furnished the 
ground work of blue. When the flag was fin- 
ished a man climbed up and unfuried it . 
anrong the timbers: of the roof. Then, as 
the sun rose, and the Fourth of July came 
with its message of cheer and patriotiem, 
those sick and starving men, all weary and 
some dying. looked up at their dear flag and 
were comforted. . 

The flag soon was taken Gown. It was cut 
into strips and divided among the men pres- 
ent. Each one of them wound the piece given 
him about his body as a memento. 

But this was not the last of the wonderful 
banner, In course of time thé men in the 
Prison were sent north. When the hour 
came for the exchange Regan was so sick 
that his comrades had to support him as he 
stood.in line. The liberated prisoners faith- 
fully kept each his piece of the prison ban- 
ner, so that Regan was able after the war. 
by persistent correspondence, to succeed in 
recovering every piece. The last one he se- 

4n 1893. All the pieces were sewed to- 
er and the banner of prison days com- 

restored. Since Timothy Regan’s 
it has been in the possession of Thomas 
enson, Post 26, G. A. R., Roxbury dis- 
trict; Boston. 

‘A flag was similarly extemporized in Libby 
Prison from the shirts of the men.

It was distinctly disappoint- 
tng from om point of view, and yet, 1 sup- 
pose, one should rejoice that his fellow 
_ gountrymen have cash and energy enough 
- ‘to trevel in distant places, even though they 
destroy the romantic charm of those places 
by. so doing. 

The rush of Americans through India was 
es brisk as was the rush of Americans 
through Europe ten years ago. Age was no 
handicap. There were old couples, 60, 70, 

@nd 80 years old, jogging along as eagerly 
and excitedly as young bridal couples. The 
conversation one encountered was always 
pretty much the same—how such a train was 
crowded, how accommodations could not be 
secured at such a hotel, how poor the hotels 
Were, and how long they would have to wait 
to get a berth on some outgoing ship. There 
were many people hung up in Bombay and 
Calcutta vainly trying to get away, but the 
boats. were booked full for two or more voy- 
ages ahead. 

One of the peculiarities of Indian travel 
has been the fact that mest tourists plan to 
be in India during Ney err Januarry, and 

h 


February. Hence they arrive in bunches, 
and try to get away In a bunch, which is im- 
possible, owing to the limited capacity of 
the steamships. This year the swarms of 

- tourists have been so great that many of 
them could not get out of the country until 
Jate in March and along in April. 

The Americans have become the great 
travelers of the world. In India there are 
two American tourists for one of al] other 
nationalities. The hote) registers bristle 
with U. 8. A. addresses and the shops and 
hotele regard the American trade ag beirig 
the most profitable. One desirable result 
of the American tendency to fare afield has 
been the steady improvement in hotel and 
failway accommodations in the far east. 

We said good-by to India without much 
Pegret; in fact, we were elated to secure 
accommodationg on a small Indo-China 
oat that made the run to Penang and Sin- 
@apore in about eight days. No. berths 
could be secured on the ships that’go by 
the way of Burma. Those ships were booked 
full for severa! trips ahead. So we settled 
down comfortably on the good ship Lal Sang 

- @nd droned lazily down through the Bay of 
Bengal. There were accommodations for 
only twelve first class passengers, and there 
Were only six on board. We had elbow 
room for the first time since leaving Africa. 


Rubber Speculation Rampant.

pidity of every one who heard them. I

Java Also Thronged with Travelers. 
' We got the last stateroom on a steamer - 
® to Java, and to our great surprise we found 
" the ship to be the nicest we had traveled on. 
-a@nd the cooking to rival that of the great 

- Pestaurants of Paris. 

' Cholera was rampant in certain parts of 
Java. but that didn’t stop the sightseers 
Nothing less than an earthquake or a lost 
letter of credit could have stopped them. 

Our adventures in Java were a repetition 

of “-<crowds."’ The Hotel dee Indes in Ba- 
tavia was crowded and we got the last room. 
The railways were crowded, but not so much 
ae the ones in India, and the carriages are 
most comfortable. 
For a week we did volcanoes and gorgeous 
scenery, and realized what a delightful place 
Java is. It is even hicer than Japan, and 
the hotels are the best in the east. 

My chief purpose in going to Java was to 
get a Javanese waterwheel. They had one 
at the world’s fair in Chicago, and I have 
remembered it ever since as one of the most 
musical things I have ever heard. A friend 
of mine wanted me to get him one and I 
wolunteered to do so. I supposed that we

Hongkong One of the Fortunate. 


Hongkong has been fortunate in having an 
excellent representative in Mr. Rublee, and 
bis recent untimely death is a distinct loss 
to the country. Mr. Wilder ie in Shanghai 
and he is decidedly a man of the best mental 
and temperamental equipment. So now an 
American traveler may gO up and down the 
China coast and ‘‘ point with pride" to his 
nation’s representatives. How different it 
was ten or twelve years ago! 

We barely managed to get on board the 
Prins Ludwig—Singapore to Hongkong. It 
is one of the N. D. Lloyds crack ships and 
everybody tries to take it. We got the last 
cabin, as usual, and spent hours thanking 
our lucky stars. 

The China sea is chronically disposed to 
be eceable, but on this occasion it was 
quite well behaved. There were three days 
of delightful sunshine and then a sudden 
blighting chill in the air. We landed in 
Hongkong with overcoats buttoned up and 
with garments drenched by the rains and 
mist clouds that battled around the great 
peaks of this little island. The hotels were 
jammed to the sidewalks and when we got 
the last room at the Hongkong hotel, while 
throngs were turned away, the steamers 
for thé states were booked full for several 
voyages ahead and tourists were rushing 
around in despair. The Asia had been 
booked up to the limit for weeks and it 
seemed as if we might have to wait a long 
time before getting berths on any ship. But 
some one unexpectedly had to give up a 
stateroom and we were fortunate in getting 
it. 


¢ Return After Ten Years. 


P had a great desire to see Manila again. 
It had been ten years since I left there in 
the ‘‘days of the empire’ and everything 
in me quivered with longing to revisit the 
place where I spent my golden period of 
adventure. We booked on the old Yuen 
Sang, a friend of former days, and the ekip- 
per. Capt. Percy Rolfe. handsome, cultured, 
and capable. was still incommand. He loves 
the China sea and has steadfastly refused 
to be lured away by offers of greater ships 
and more important commands. When we 
engaged our passage the agent warned us 
that the veesel was carrying a cargo of 
naphtha and kerosene and that we might not 
wish to risk it; but we went.. A Jap and a 
Chinaman were the only two other .passen- 
gers, and they were invisible during the 
sixty hours to cross. 

We. steamed out of Hongkong in a chill- 
ing wind and at once plunged into a’ fog, 
but the next morning we ran into smooth 
seas and warm weather. A fu!l moon hung 
over the empty waste of waters and the 
nights were gorgeous 

A® we neared the coast of. Luzon I 
became much excited. for in my memory 
were those vivid, expectant days of old when 
our littl American fleet crossed this self- 
same stretch of sea to find and destroy the 
Spanish ships. I lived over again those 
boding days when the air wag electric with 
impending danger. 

It was long before daylight when the Yuen 
Sang. at half-speed, arrived at Corregidor. 
The captain wished to report his number to 
the signal station,.and we had to wait until 
light had come before the ship could ente. 
So the engines were stopped and for an 
hour we drifted on under the ship’s momen- 
tum. The silencing of the engines on a ship 
is always ominous. and just now, with the 
dim bulk of Corregidor looming grimly be- 
fore us. it seemed as if there was something 
particularly sinister about our stealthy ap- 
proach. | 


Memories of Fighting Time. 


From 5 o'clock onward we stood on the 
bridge. our voices unconsciously hushed as 
we #poke. Here was where the Baltimore 
had dropped a-~Greek fire life preverver and 
for a long time it had bobbed about on the 
tumbling sea. weird and terrifying to those 
who didn't know what it was. There was 
where the soot in the McCulloch's funnel! had 
suddenly blazed up ifke the chimney of a 
‘And over there on the lower 
edge of the black bulk of the island was 
where a little signal Nght had flared up and 
then died out, leaving every man. on our 
ships tense with expectant dread, and all 
about us here had reigned a silence so pene- 
trating that it in itself was harder to bear 
than the thunder and flath of guns. 

And sti we drifted on. nearer and nearer 
to Boca Chica, the northern passage into 
Manila bay. Dawn and light came slowly. _ 
In poetry the dawn of the tropics may come 
up like thuncer and the transition of dark- 
nese to light may be startling and sudden, 
but in my own experience the trope dawn 
comes slowly and pervadifigly: First a 
faint grayness. gradually growing brighter 
until the sun shoots up joyous and golden 
in its glory. painting the skies with flaming 
banners and penciling the tips and edges of 
clouds with the fires of morning. When we 
lazily drifted in toward Corregidor from the 
China sea, it was light enough to see dis- 
tinctly for nearly an “hour before the sun 
arose. 

Then a fluttering string of signal flags 
appeared on the top of Corregicor, and a 


‘“xioment later our engines resumed their 


throbbing and we headed boldly into Boca 
Chica. Here oh the left was Mariveies bay. 
the scene of the famous German ship Irene 
incident. which electrified the world. 

Every point that rose before my eyes was 
pregnant with historic memories and sug- 
gestions. I was thrilled and yet I half- 
dreaded my return to Manila. for fear that

and at rest.

Big electric cars rushed 
along where formerly the. snail-Hke horse 
cars crept painfully by. The city was-unbe-

of busy life.. 

I visited. the old houses where we had 
once lived In economical splendor, with serv- 
ants and, -and expenses that were 
microscopic. as: compared to those of the 
present day. Upen al} sides were the visible 
evidences that some day Manila will be the 
finest city, of the Orient if the time ever 
comes when capital may feel assured that 
our ocucpation has some prospect of perma- 
nence. 


“Victoria Then and Now. 


In my old days I used to know a beautiful 
Mestiza girl in Manila. She was very pretty 
and very nice. I used to draw pictures of 
her and struggle bravely with the Spanish 
language. And she was kind and patient 
with my efforts te learn. Her name was 
Victoria and-.she kept. a little shop where she 
and her ancestors*for Lo george before 
had sold. silk jusi and pina cloth. I visited 
her often then and sometimes went out to 
her home, a beautiful big Spanish house in 
Calli zarigoza. 

I determined to fina her and went over to 
ber shop, Fetal mistake! Ten years and 
the tropics work many changes in the soft 
eyed daughters south of the fifteenth degree 
of latitude.. 

I once read a story by Piterri Loti, a sad 
and haunting story of how he sought, after 
years of absence, to find.an old time sweet- 
heart in Stamboul. He didn’t find her and 
he should be grateful for his failure. 

I found Victorla.. She recognized me at 
once, although I hardly knew in her the 
slender, pretty Victoria of old. Her eyes 
were soft and nice, but smallpox had pitted 
her nose and cheeks and the deadly incubus 
of fiesh had upholstered her in many soft 
and cushiony folds, I asked her if she had 
married and she s@id she never had, which 
information I matched with’ promptness. 
bone spoke English quite well gand seemed 
prosperous and—yes, motherly. There's no 
other word for it, although she is'now' hard- 
ly 30. 

It was a terrible disappointment, a collapse 
of delightful memories, and as I walked away 
from her little silk shop with a vague prom- 
ise to call again I knew perfectly well that I 
never should go back again. . 

I left Manila after less than two days and 
rolled and plunged and tumbled back across 
the China sea to Hongkong.: I bought a lit- 
tle chow dog puppy fron? the Chinese stew- 
ard on board, but I suppose it will grow up 
and get fat one of these days, too. Allison 
Armour and his nephew, Norman Armour, 
were with us and in Hongkong the latter 
bought two chow dog puppies to send home. 
They looked exacthy like tecdy bears. 
he resolved that the trouble and risk were 
too great, inasmuch as he was not returning 
by the Pacific,.s0 he gave them tome. And 
with three chow dogs and my friend Stephen- 
son I embarked on the Asia for the twenty- 
eight day trip to Frisco. 

The ship was jammed and we found a lit- 
tle fat man,consigned to the sofa in our 
stateroom. He was pleasant looking, but we 
little realized what hours of nocturnal hor- 
ror were in store for us. ‘He was the cham- 
pion ‘snorist of the five continents. He could 
snore In al) keys, all languages, a]! directions, 
and it was like trying to sleep in the same 
room with @ foghorn. Nothing could waken 
him and he went to sleep before he struck 
the bed. And from that moment on through 
the night he tried the acoustic properties of 
that end of the ship to the utmost. After two 
or three nights of sleeplessness we resolved 
to rebel, mutiny, revolt, and if necessary to 
commit joyfully justifiable homicide, 

One night Stephenson turned op the light 
and reached for his cane, *“ Wh&t are you 
going to do?” I asked eagerly. “‘ Kill him?’ 
But he only poked at the quivering form to 
awaken it, and succeeded only in changing 
the key from. B flat to a discord of minors. 

At Yokohama somebody got off and by 
buying an extra berth we moved into an- 
other stateroom and slept ‘for twenty-four 
hours.
